Veterans’ Group Berates 
National Leaders for 
Removing Burial Rights 
Of Indigent Veterans 


The American Legion 
Luncheon Club, along with 
American Legion National 
Commander Jack Flynt of 
Texas, signed an emergency 
resolution Monday urging 
Congress and President Rea¬ 
gan to reinstate the recently- 
discontinued burial benefits 
to veterans. 

John D. Hahn of Sierra 
Madre, retiring president of 
the organization, told the 
News that since funds have 
been cut off for burial of 
indigent veterans, 30 vet¬ 
erans’ bodies are “stacking 
up in county moigue. We are 


shocked and our National 
Commander is shocked.” 

Hahn said that Commander 
Flynt meets this week with 
members of Congress and 
the President to voice con¬ 
cern from about 3 million 
veterans around the United 
States. 

Hahn said, “Instead of 
embalming and burial with a 
suitable ceremony, the bodies 
will be cremated.” They will 
certainly not be placed in the 
nearest National Cemetery in 
Riverside. 


The action removing burial 
benefits to veterans is part 
of Reagan’s move to cut 
expenses. With such a strong 
lobbying body as the Ameri¬ 
can Legion, along with about 
a million auxiliary members, 
they are under seige to re¬ 
verse those budget-saving ac¬ 
tions. 

Hahn is past Commander 
of County Employees Post 
No. 810 and is now Com¬ 
mander of the 17th District, 
State of California with over 
50(X) members.

Dr. Carl F. H. Henry, 
founding editor of “Chris¬ 
tianity Today,” author of 
numerous books, lecturer and 
teacher, will be guest speaker 
at Bethany Church in Sierra 
Madre Thursday, January 7 
at 7 p.rn.

4 inches deep . . . more 
bare roots die from little 
holes and overwatering than 
from anything else .... 
and get your bare roots in 
soon while the supply is there 
and things are fresh.

. . so here is one for her 


they are so thorny, and so 
little to eat that they are not 
as popular as some other 
... we have all kinds of edible natives . . . but 
roadside thistles from the hold it. There is one thistle 
little Star thistle about 18 you eat all the time ... even 
inches tall with yellow flowers, when they get to be $1.50 
... It becomes a terrible 
pest in the fields .... 
then we have the taller ones choke is
